Chief Bispham 
To Clamp Down 
On Vagrants 


T he Palm Springs police are 
going to clam p down on vagrants 
this season, 
it was announced 
here yesterday by Chief of Po­ 
lice W. H. Bispham in a confer­ 
ence with th e press—“We’re go­ 
ing to m ake it plenty tough on 
them ,” the chief said in referring 
to th is particular type of undesir­ 
able persons. 
W hen asked w hat type of per­ 
son is considered a vagrant by 
his 
departm ent, the 
chief an­ 
sw ered as follows—“Any person 
who w anders about the residen­ 
tial district at late or unusual 
hours of th e night w ithout any 
visible or law ful business; every 
idle, lewd o r desolate individual; 
all persons w ithout visible means 
of support idling and roaming 
about.” 
“I am instructing my officers 
to ‘pick up’ and bring to the po­ 
lice station for investigation all 
persons th at are apparently vag­ 
rants.” CJiief Bispham said yes­ 
terday. “If careful investigation 
shows that a person is a true 
vagrant in the eyes of the law, 
we will file a com plaint against 
the individual and he will have 
to stand trial,” the chief contin­ 
ued. 
“According to the California 
Penal Code a person convicted 
of vagrancy is subject to a fine 
not to exceed $500, to a sentence 
of not over six m onths in the 
county jail, or both,” the Palm 
Springs Chief of Police conclud­ 
ed.

W hen President R oosevelt, and 
the Congressm en who agree w ith 
him, tell us that the best w ay to 
keep A m erica out of the

pean war is to permit the b e lli­ 
gerents to call al Am erican ports 
for war m unitions on a 
cash and 
carry" basis, w ith this 
country 
refusing to tak e any of the re­ 
sponsibility. w e believe they are 
sincere— and they may be right. 
Of course they know that 
G er­ 
m any hasn’t the ships to call at 
A m erican 
ports 
for 
m unitions, 
and that therefore only those n a­ 
tions that are fighting Germ any 
can obtain such supplies

here. 
They b eliev e the best w ay 
to crush H itlerism in Europe is 
to provide those w ho are ready 
to do the fighting w ith the im ple­ 
m ents w ith w h ich to fight.

A pproaching what m ay well be 
the long-sought compromise be­ 
tween the theoretically desirable 
and the practical application of 
stream lining to m otor car design, 
the new bodies show a further 
im provem ent 
i n 
aerodynam ic 
form, besides offering added vi­ 
sion, room iness and 
protection 
for the occupants. 
From the sloping V-type w ind­ 
shield, set a t an angle of 44 d e­ 
grees, to the tapered back of the 
trunk, the body presents a prac­ 
tically unbroken, gently curving 
surface designed to offer a m in­ 
imum of w ind resistance. Hinges 
are fully concealed, w hile ,such 
necessary protuberances' as the 
door handles are faired into the 
structure. Even the safety place 
glass in the enlarged back w in ­ 
dow is curved to conform to the 
flowing contour.

The Public's Health 
By R. L. KAUFMAN, M. D.

The first day of the opening of 
schools is one of great 
excite­ 
m ent and preparation, not 
only 
for those youngsters just begin­ 
ning this new life, emerging from 
their preschool era, but also for 
those m others who are sending 
their first child to begin his or 
her education. 
The child is awed and possibly 
a bit fearful. 
He sees new faces 
around 
him, 
and 
everything 
seem s strange. 
He finds that he 
m ust make adjustm ents in his re­ 
lations w ith his fellow students. 
It is here th at the tact and diplo­ 
m acy of the teacher comes into 
his life. 
She should be quick to 
detect personality difficulties in 
each child, and eexrcise sym pathy 
and understanding in their solu­ 
tion. 
The youngster who has 
been 
accustomed to having 
his 
own 
w ay at home, must be taught to 
carry on his activities in school 
on the basis of cooperation. 
He 
m ust apply the rule 
of 
equal 
privileges 
and 
duties 
for 
all. 
Some will adjust easily, others 
will find it difficult. 
The latter 
m ight rebel under this new type 
of gentle bu t firm discipline. 
The young mother, as well as 
the teacher, m ust realize this new 
problem. 
She must be able to 
evaluate fairly any tales that the 
child may bring home, and 
re ­ 
frain from draw ing 
any 
hasty 
conclusions. 
The im agination of 
children m ay 
sometimes 
reach 
elastic 
bounds, 
and 
incidents 
w hich occur at school may 
be 
told to the parent in a biased 
m anner. 
A t this point it would 
be w ell for the m other to take 
the m atter up with the school au ­ 
thorities, preferably the teacher, 
and irfon out the solution w ith 
her. 
G ranted th at all parents n atu r­ 
ally think a great deal of their 
children, 
nevertheless, 
t h e y 
should not lose sight of the fact 
th at no criticism s 
against 
t h e 
school should be m ade on chil­ 
drens’ stories, without first find­ 
ing out the facts. 
They should 
rem em ber th at quite often t h e 
school personnel have homes and 
children of their own, and have 
the interest of the child upper­ 
most in th eir minds. 
P aren t - teacher organizations 
are very im portant in m aintain­ 
ing proper relations betw een the 
hom e and the school. 
It is a fine 
idea for each parent to become 
acquainted 
w ith 
th e 
child's 
teacher rig h t at the 
beginning. 
M em bership in this group helps 
to accom plish this end. 
In those 
schools w here these clubs 
a r e 
strong and w ell represented by 
the 
parents, 
problems 
arising 
therein are most easily solved. 
It is m uch better to know your 
teacher through this group, than 
to w ait for your child to com­ 
plain about something. 
Besides, 
m em bership 
in 
the 
Parent-T eacher club 
affords 
a 
very enjoyable way of enlarging 
your social activities. These clubs 
are your own, and you should 
join them.
